Cause of all the 


Trouble. 


Vienna, Sept. 18.—A critical 
situa- 


tion has arrived in Vienna, owing pri- 
marily to the high price ot the neces- 
saries of life. 
Hiots broke out Sun- 


day and many persons were killed 01 
wounded. 


Troops fired on the mobs, which had 


erected barricades 
in 
the streets 


ihere was a nerce exchange of bullets 
and the soldiers were pelted with all 
sorts of missiles. 


Following a huge Socialistic demon- 


stration. Sunday atternoon, outside the 
Rathhaus, tor the purpose of protest- 
ing against the high prices, it uecame 
n«cess,ary to call out tioops to disperse 
the rioters. In the early clashes 50 01 
the rioters were wounded and 100 ai- 
rested. 


1'iity thousand persons were present 


at tue demonstration, and fiery speech- 
es were made demanding that 
tilt 


government permit the importation OL 
loreign meat and take other measures 
to remedy the condition. 


After the meting a large processioi. 


marched to the Parliament buildings, 
cheering 
tor 
ie\olution. 
Hevolvers 


were fired in the air and then the mob 
began stone-throwing. 


The windows of many public 
anu 


private buildings, 
restaurants 
and 


tram cais and street 
lamps 
were 


smashed. 
Finally a squadion of dra- 


goons and a detachment of iniantrj 
appeared on the scene. They charged 
the rioters and dispersed them. 


The mobs reassembled, howe-\er, n 


the suburbs, which are occupied by tlu 
working class, wheie they 
wreckeu 


more property. The troops were retain 
ed throughout the day guaidiug 
the 


imperial palace and government buiiu- 
ings and holding all appioacnes to me 
inner city. 


Toward evening the rioting in tht 


Ottakring quarter became more furi- 
ous. 


The mob demolished all the 'stree, 


lamps 
in the 
main 
thoroughfare, 


plunging the streets into darkness 


They erected barricades and Imrleo 


missies of various kinds, on the soldiers 
from the upper windows of houses. 


The order was at length given to 


the troops to fire. At the first vollej 
many rioters fell, 
either 
killed 01 


wounded. Several of the soldiers anc 
policemen also were injured, and 101 
more of those engaged in the conflict 
were placed under arrest.

months of bitter discontent over the 
steady increase in the cost not only 01 
food but of lodging, clothing and" all 
the necessities of life, and unless Par- 
liament takes action it is feared 
tin.

The rioting was of a most determin 


ed and savage character. The 
mol 


was especially inflamed by the appear- 
ance of troops on the scene, and al- 
though an official account states thai 
only one person was killled by a bay- 
onet thrust, several wounded by a vol- 
ley and about GO seriously 
injured 


there is reason to believe that LUC cas- 
ualties were much higher.

It appears that the socialist party

ROUMANIANS DEDICATE NEW 


HOUSE OF WORSHIP SUNDAY 


WITH BEFITTING EXERCISES 


The Roumanian colony ot this city 


Sunday dedicated their new house oi' 
worship, a branch of the Roumanian 
Orthodox church, situated at German 
and Poplar streets. 


The exercises began at 9:30 a. m. 


and were continued 'throughout the 
day, 
being participated in by local 


and visiting Roumanians,the church's 
pastor, Rev. Moses Ballea, Rev. Blie 
Popp ot" Youngstown, O., Rev. Simian 
Mihaltian of Indiana 'Harbor, Ind., 
and Rev. Octavian Petra of Indianap- 
olis, Ind. 


The church property was former- 


ly occupied by the Salem German 
Presbyterian congregation and 
was 


purchased from the synod by 
the 


Roumanians, who later added $1300 
worth of improvements to the build- 
ing. It was lately finished and Sun- 
day, 
Sept. 17, was chosen for 
the 


dedicatory services and the new con- 
gregation christened their house of 
worship Biserica Romana, Sfinta Vi- 
neri. 


The dedication services were most 


interesting and were witnessed by a 
large concourse of people, many of 
whom were Americans. 


After opening exercises a proces- 


sion, was formed, many of the march- 
ers carrying lighted candles, and af- 
ter a parade around the church the 
procession appeared 
at 'the 
doors 


and demanded admittance. Rev. Mr. 
Popp officiated, and to his request for 
admittance Rev. Mr. Ballea appeared 
and threw open the doors,' signifying 
that the church was now ready to 
receive the members of the congre- 
gation. 
All entered and dedicatory 


sermons were delivered by the priests 
after which mass occurred, this paj-t 
of the exercises lasting until 
after 


11 o'clock. 


A parade was next formed 
and 


marched from the 
church, to West 


Main street, countermarching 
on 


West Main and thence to the square, 
marching around that thoroughfare 
and ending at Music Hall. 
The par- 


ade was a credit to the Roumanians 
and was in charge of Grand Treasur- 
er of the National Roumanian Bene- 
ficial Society Augustin Sissea of this 
ci'ty, who led the parade in full mil- 
itary uniform, being mounted on 
a 


bay_horse. 


Next came three flag bearers, one 


of whom carried the American, col- 
ors. 
They were followed by men in 


khaki uniform, who presented, a fine 
appearance. The Buckeye Band was 
next in line and discoursed excellent 
music along the line of march. The 
band was followed in order by car- 
riages containing Mayor John An- 
kele, Public Safety 
Director Scott, 


Acting Chief of Police iCharles Swank 
and Officer James Callan, RevsM Bal- 
lea, Popp, Mihaltian and Petra. Then 
came a number of Roumanians 
in 


native costume, looking very pictur- 
esque. 
These were followed by 
a 


couple of hundred male members of 
the church and society, all of whom 
wore badges and white caps. Next in 
line was a visiting Roumanian banJ 
from Canton, O., flag 
and 
banner 


bearers, officers and women of 
the 


church and society in autos and car- 
riages. 


Upon arriving at Music Hall the 


parade disbanded and all entered 1o 
partake of the good things which hart 
been prepared 
for a banquet. The 


large hall was filled with five long 
tables, at the head of which was a 
smaller table, at which were seated 
tlie priests, city officials, Dr. P. H. 
Cosner, physician of the Beneficial 
Society, and an Advocate reporter. 
After invocation had been asked b"y 
Rev. 
Mr. Ballea, waiters began serv- 


ing the tables, and throughout 
the 


bounteous dinner which followed the 
Canton band discoursed fine music, 
being seated upon the 
stage. 
The 


tables were loaded with meats cook- 
ed in native style, potatoes and gravy 
and 
there 
were spring chickens 


enough to feed twice as many as par- 
ticipated. There 
were also vegeta- 


bles, fruits and 
cakes, and 
those 


having the banquet in charge han- 
dled it to a nicety.

After all had partaken of the ex- 


cellent spread, Rev. Mr. Ballea 
in- 


troduced Mayor Jim Aiikele, and 
that official made a splendid speecX 
praising the 
Roumanians for 'their 


enterprise 
in securing 
their 
new 


church. 
He gave them much good 


advice and expressed the hope that 
all might in 
time 
become 
good 


American citizens. 
Rev. Mr. Ballea 


responded to 
Mr. Ankele, speaking 


in English, and told of customs 
in 


his country and what induced 
his 


countrymen to seek out the United 
States as a haven of refuge. He told 
of their respect for our laws, of the 
efforts of all to secure homes, of per- 
secutions in the old country and how 
they left to seek a new abode in 
this land of the free and home of the 
brave. The reverend gentleman con- 
cluded by stating that they would 
all endeavor to lead such lives 
as 


would be a credit to the city whicl) 
they had chosen for their homes". 


Rev. Elie Popp next made an ad- 


dress to his countrymen, admonish- 
ing all to become good citizens and 
praising them for their successful ef- 
forts in securing a house of wor- 
ship. 
Dr. P. H. Cosner 
.followed, 


making an excellent address, teem- 
ing with praise for the conduct of 
the Roumanians in 
this city 
and 


complimenting them for their 
dili- 


gence in securing the new church. 


Mr. Augustus 
Sissea 
expressed 


his pleasure at having the American 
guests present and assured them that 
his countrymen were all 
patriotic 


and would make good American "cit- 
izens. 
He was 
followed by Revs. 


Mihaltian and Petra, and this con- 
cluded the addresses for 
the' ffuia 


being. 


The remainder of the afternoon 


was spend in indulging in 
customs 


-which are a part of the Roumanian 
religion. 
In the evening 
speeches, 


declamations, music, etc., continued" 
until 11 o'clock, when the ceremon^ 
ies.were brought to a close by a ser- 
ies of Roumanian 
dances in cos- 


tume. This was in strict accordance 
with the religious rites of the Rou- 
manian church, and was not indulged 
in for the pleasure which might be 
derived from it. 


The dedication of the Roumanian

no particular text although, as usual, 
he quoted from the Bible freely through- 
out his discourse. lie said in part:— 


The question of the Ages is, Why 


did the Almighty, originally, permit 
Evil—Sin? And \vhy has an Omnipo- 
tent Ruler such as He, for more than 
sixty centuries, permitted Satan to 
continue his reign of sin and death? 
Leaving out entirely the unscriptural 
theory so prevalent, respecting a pur- 
giitory of centuries, or a torment ever- 
lasting, and considering merely the 
trials,, suffering, sorrow and pain of 
humanity during the present life, how 
shall we account for their permission 
by an All-Powerful Creator, who knew 
the end from the beginning? 


Why does He permit injustice, un- 


righteousness, headaches, heartaches, 
etc.? Why does He not deal with hu- 
manity graciously, kindly, lovingly, as 
a Father—as He deals with the angelic 
sons of God? Is it just or loving on 
the part of our Creator to bring forth 
millions of his creatures under these 
admittedly .unfavorable conditions- 
beset by weaknesses and sinwardncss 
from their birth and surrounded by 
others similarly weak, and beset by 
Satan and his minions—wicked spir- 
its? Is it just that we should thus be 
in an unequal fight subjected to weak- 
nesses and dying and imperfect con- 
ditions on account of the sin of, our 
first parents and then, on the same ac- 
count, be in danger of an eternity of 
torture •with nine hundred and ninety- 
nine chances out of a thousand against 
us? 


Our question is surely too deep for 


any human philosophy, and those who 
reject the Bible as of Divine inspira- 
tion may as well abandon all hope of 
an answer. 
God Himself, and none 


other, could tell us of His own secrets 
—why He did as He did. Truly we 
rend, "The secret of the Lord is with 
them that reverence Him; and Ho will 
show them His Covenant" (Ps. xlv, 4). 


The light now sbining upon the Word 


of God shows us that the Divine pur- 
pose in connection with mankind is a 
progressive one, embracing Ages and 
Dispensations. If we Ignore these, w< 
are thereby blinded to the true answer 
to our question. Accepting these, it is 
the privilege of Bible students today 
to see the light in God's Word—to see 
matters from the Divine standpoint, 
to understand the "Mystery of Gnd. 
hidden from Ages and from genera 
lions, and now made known unto His 
saints," namely, that in the Ages to 
come, all the trials and difficulties, all 
the sorrows and teara of the past, will 
be more than compensated for, and 
proved to be a part of the great D1-; 
vine Program which will work out to 
the glorv of God and the enlighten- 
ment and blessing of angels and men. 


Man's Primary Lesson 


First of nil, God chooses to have 


children possessed of a quality like 
His o\vu—freedom of will. He there- 
fore not only created man perfect In 
mind and body, but lie gave to him a 
will, the power of choice—liberty to 
choose one course or another. God 
foresaw 1h:it giving man this liberty 
of will would lead to the seduction of 
Mother Eve, and to the disobedience 
of Father Adam, through his love for 
his wife. 
Adam's preference was 1o 


die with her rather than to live in har- 
mony with God without her: for if 
he should disobey he- would come un- 
der the sent once of death. Although 
Adam .i:td the angels were perfect 
they had not a perfect knowledge of 
their Creator, of His Love. His Wis- 
dom, 
His Justice, His Power. 


God, 
therefore, without interfering 


with Adam's liberty, permitted the 
great calamity of death to come upon 
him and his race. From the very lie- 
ginning God premeditated the entire 
Plnn of Salvation, as ITe has since 
been working it out: nnd He will com- 
pletely accomplish the same ultimate- 
ly through Messiah's Kingdom. 
The 


grent lesson which will eventually 
come both to angels and men will 
show forth Divine Wisdom. .Tustiee, 
Love nnd Power, fully co-ordinnted. In 
no other wny that we can imagine 
could this great Revelation of the Di- 
vine character be so well mode. 
TI« w- 


over, in order to comprehend this 
prosit Program, it is necessary thnt 
we follow strictly the Scriptural teach- 
ings, and nvoid whollv the non«onsp of 
our creeds, manufnctunvl during the 
Dnrk Atres. 
We must see thiit "the 


wnges of sin" is not eternal torment, 
nor purgntory, but dcatJi. 


God allowed this reign of slu aufl 


death from Adam until Moses with- 
out so much as making an offer of 
terms of reconciliation ami peace. 
Thou an offer was made to" the nation 
of Israel, nnd to no other nation. The 
offer of Israel's I<uw Covenant was, 
"He that doeth these things shall 
live." God, of course, knew that Is- 
rael could not keep perfectly'the con- 
dition of that great and wonderful 
Law. The offer served as a lesson to 
that nation respecting the impossibil- 
ity of any man's keeping the perfect 
Law; and the same lesson comes to us 
of this Gospel Dispensation. We see 
that what the Jew could not do we 
cannot do; where he failed we would 
fail. 


Thus through the Law Covenant God. 


taught a great lesson to Israel and to 
the Church; and He will ultimately 
teach the same lesson to the world and 
to angels—proving that by^the deeds of 
the Law no fallen flesh could be recov- 
ered and re-instated in Divine favor. 
Four thousand years 
passed 
from 


man's creation, and death 
reigned 


from Moses to Christ as thoroughly as 
it had previously reigned from Adam 
to Moses. The Law Covenant did not 
stop the reign of sin and death. Some- 
thing more than a Law is necessary. 
The Divine Program demands recov- 
ery from sin and death, and the Divine 
Program purposes this recovery. 


Nearly nineteen centuries have passed 


since the first advent of our Lord, and 
still the reign of sin and death is In 
progress more than ever. The increase 
of knowledge has brought Increase of 
sin; increase of population has brought 
increase of death; until today the 
world is in a terrible condition of 
mental, moral and physical dilapida- 
tion, and ninety thousand go into the 
tomb every twenty-four hours. 
_ 


But a Remedy is in sight. It WPS 


foretold thiough the Prophets, but it 
began to operate in Jesus. His mirac- 
ulous birth, His faithfulness and con- 
secration unto death. His reward of 
resurrection and exaltation 
to the 


right hand of the^Majesty on High, 
are all essential to man's recovery- 
essential to the overthrow of this reign 
of sin and death over our race. 


We see still further developments 


and preparations. 
The Scriptures in- 


form us that it is the Divine purpose 
to have a multitudinous Messiah, of 
which the glorious Jesus is the Head 
'and the Church the Body. 


We perceive that God for nearly 


nineteen centuries has been calling 
and drawing a special class of man- 
kind to constitute His Elect, the Bride 
Class, to be joint-heirs with His Son 
in the Kingdom of Glory which will 
finally vanquish sin and Sntan and de- 
liver the willing and obedient of man- 
kind into the full liberty of the chil- 
dren of God—freedom from sin and 
death, nnd into the enjoyment of life 
everlasting nnd Divine favor. 


Tho Dark and Narrow Path 


This special class is required to 


walk by faith and not by sight—to 
walk in the "narrow •way" of self- 
denial and opposition to the world, 
the flesh and the Adversary, in the 
footsteps of Jesus. Ignorance, selfish- 
ness, sin, death, nil go to make up the 
deplorable conditions In the world and 
to constitute the way a narrow one 
in which this Elect class Is required 
to walk, in order to demonstrate their 
full loyalty and obedience to the will 
of God—oven unto death. Evidently, 
no such narrow way could have ex- 
isted had God not permitted evil—sin. 
Evidently, therefore, this Elect class 
could not be developed and tested ex- 
cept by the Divine permission of sin. 
The very essence of their character- 
development is associated with the 
Divine promise that "all tilings shall 
work together for good to those who 
love God, to the called ones according 
to His purpose." 


It seemed "wise to om Heavenly Fa- 


ther that our Lord Jesus should learn 
obedience through sufferings and be 
tested in respect to Ills willingness to 
endure 
s\iffering 
for righteousness' 


sake. How appropriate It Is that the 
same Father should make similar ar- 
rangements for all of the Church, 
whom He will receive from amongst 
the nice of Adam to be members of 
the Royal Priesthood under Jesus, the 
High Priest of our order. 


We see a necessity for this, not only 


as respects our own testings and a 
thorough proof of our own heart-loyal- 
ty to the Lord, but additionally we 
see a wisdom on God's part in thus 
preparing a priesthood of the future. 
A priest, ns recognized amongst the 
Jews, was not merely one who offered 
sacrifices, although every priest wns 
of necessity a sncrlliccr. The special 
mi.x-.lon of the priestly tribe amongst 
the other tribes was that of instruct- 
ing, 
helping, healing, teaching. 
And 


so God is preparing a Royal Priest- 
hood for the Messianic Age to bless, 
to heal, to tench, to uplift all the 
willing nnd obedient. 


The royalty of the priesthood signi- 


fies that it will no longer be a sacri- 
ficing class, for nil saciificing will be 
at nn end. It will be n glorious clnss, 
royal, of the divine nature, nnd repre- 
sentatives with our Lord Jesus of the 
Divine power. 
As priests who will 


have to do with judging aucl chasten- 
ing, healing nnd helping humanity. 
' how much sympathy do we suppose 
thnt these Uoyiil Priests should hnve? 
Are they not to be on the Divine

convicted on circumstantial evidence 
of a very strong nature. 


A telegram from Toledo last night 


said that the Toledo police believe 
Soboleski will return there at once, 
as they have been informed 'that he 
has threatened to kill his wile, since 
he_r suit for divorce was filed. They 
criticise the policy of the prison ad- 
ministration for permitting 'the pris- 
oner to have his extensive privileges 
under the circumstances.
